There are rpccial reasons why this shoulU 
be the case, and as they are reasons which 
even Congressmen do not realize, aed ih' 
people at large know nothing abont, I wil 
stale that the Cherokees and some othe. 
tribes are better educated, (in some res¬ 
pects,) and possess natural i-aleut above 
the average of white people; but neverthe¬ 
less they are not as practical, bccjuss they 
were raised as slaveholders. They have 
also plenty of stock to sell, and th^erefore 

cessity compels them ; and tbey have such 
a bitter remembrance of their sufferings 
while being driven from their comfortable 
bouses and rich plantations in the south, 
that they do not care to make their pres¬ 
ent homes more beautiful than Natnre ha 
done, lest the whites should again b 
tempted to drive them away. About tw 
fifths of them are either whites who bav 
married Cherokee women or their mixe 
offspring. A large portion of them are as 
fair and as fine featured as the finest of the 
European races, and their wives and 
daughters would pass for beauties among 
the most beautiful ladies in onr fasliionable 
cities. They are reserved and very digni¬ 
fied in manners, and might be taken aa 
models of decorum for meetings of wor¬ 
ship or for legislative halls, either in the 
Btatesorin Congress. They are deter¬ 
mined to stay as they are, or like Captain

government, which in their view has been 
the “Father of lies and a murderer from 
.e beginning,” and has no more right to 
infringe on tb' ir soil than the devil bad to 
' offer kingdoms to Christ, of which he 
owned not a foot. 

In conclusion, I am free to say that tbU 
IB a beautiful oonntry, possessing vast re¬ 
sources of wealth, and that its Indian 
owners are worthy of It. They only re¬ 
quire the assurance of protection and jus¬ 
tice from the people and government of 
the United States, and they will adopt 
measures of corporation, to as to link it 
with the great chain of all human inter- 
esU, and with the general commerce of 
the world at large,bence the only true way 
hasten the good work, ii to aid them to 
keep out the rumsellere, and the swindlers 
of every kind, and to maintain their right¬ 
ful authority aa friendly allies of the Unit¬ 
ed States.
